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C. C. Campbell, Her Hus- | 
band, Will Go on Trial |

A verdict of guilty against Mrs. 
Naomi Campbell, head of “the Un- 
denominational Orphans’ home,” 
was returned by the jury in Cobb 
county superior court in Marietta 
Monday night, following her trial on 
the first of seven indictments 
charging excessive cruelty to the 
little children of the home. The de- 
cision was reached after the jury 
had been out but a few minutes and 
was one of the quickest on record in 
the Blue Ridge circuit. 

Sentence was withheld by Judge 
Newt A. Morris until the other in- 
dictments against Mrs. Campbell 
are disposed of. Although counsel 
for the defense did not make mo- 
tion for a new trial last night, 
Former Solicitor Herbert Clay, who 
is aiding Attorney C. M. Dobbs with 
the defense, announced that this 
motion will be made when court 
convenes this morning and stated 
that it was probable the defense 
would ask for a change of venue.

Husband to Be Tried. 

Mrs. Campbell’s husband, C. C. 
Campbell, who is held with her in 
Marietta jail under six indictments, 
jis expected to go on trial before 
Judge Morris this afternoon. Some 
of the other cases against Mrs. 
Campbell also will be disposed of 
then, court officials say. In addi- 
tion to charges of aiding his wife 
in persecuting the little children, 
the husband also is accused of im- 
proper conduct toward older girl in- 
mates of the home. 

Campbell sat with his’ wife 
through the trial, which was at- 
tended by several hundred persons. 
Perhaps half of the audience was 
composed of women of Marietta and 
surrounding neighborhoods. The 
case was given to the jury at i:40

court room to hear the verdict read 
at 8:15 o’clock. Mrs. Campbell 're- 
ceived the verdict without any out- 
ward show of emotion. Although she 
sobbed constantly during the course 
of the trial, and several times al- 
most broke down during her testi- 
mony, she quietly walked erect 
from the court ru.m after the ver- 
dict was fead and rejvined her hus- 
band in their cell at the Marietta 
jail. 

Any hope the defense might have 
had for an insanity plea for Mrs. 
Campbell was probably completely 
shattered during the trial when the 
court repeatedly overruled attempts 
to introduce testimony that the orm 
phans’ home head suffered from 
hereditary insanity, and ‘that a 
series of misfortunes in life had 
served to wear her down mentally.” 

Solicitor Wins Point. 

Dr. W. N. Kempt, of Marietta, 
took the stand to testify that he 
had “casually” examined Mrs. 
Campbell's mental condition after 
she had been lodged in jail. Solici- 
tor John T. Dorsey object®i to 
testimony from him on the ground 
that it was not shown that Dr. 
Kempt was a ‘qualified nerve ex- 
pert,”’ and the objection was sus- 
tained. The testimony of H. B. Moss, 
of Marietta, who told the court he 
had made a study of “mind influ- 
ence,” also was excluded when the 
solicitor objected on the same 
grounds. 

The defense also was not allowed 
to present to the court a certificate 
purporting to show that Mrs. Camp- 
bell’s step-brother, John Lockhart, 
is an inmate of an insane asylum.

Council Resolution on 
Bonds Provides That 
Two-thirds Favoring Is- 
sue Must Constitute the 
Majority of Registered 
Voters. 


The Atlanta general council Mon- 
day afternoon voted to ratify a call 
for the new bond election to be 
held on April 23, when the people 
of the city will be called upon to 
say whether or not they wish to 
issue $1,000,000 worth of bonds for 
various city improvement, but the 
question of voting upon the tax if® 
crease, which will specifically pro- 
cide 50 cents in the proposed $1.50 
ad valorem tax for schools, in addi- 
tion to the non-resident tuition fees, 
and the state educational fund, was 


cil because of the enforced absence 
of Councilman A. J. Orme, who ex- 
pressed the wish to be present when 
the latter question was acted upon. 

The bond election will be placed 


before the people on April 23 under 
the same conditions as it was voted 
upon on March 5, except that it will 
be stated unmistakably that the 
two-thirds majority that is neces- 
sary under the present state law for 
the passage of bonds by a munici- 
pality, must represent a majority 
of registered voters of the city. This 
is expected to clear up any doubt 
as to the validity of the bonds, 
should they be voted upon favor- 


Provisions of Issue. 

The bond issue will provide for 
$500,000 for waterworks improve- 
ments, $300,000 for building a plant 
to utilize the waste steam at the 
city crematory, $100,000 for the mo- 
torization of the fity fire depart- 
ment and $100,000 for the erection 
of a suitable building at Grant park 
for housing of the magnificent cy- 
clorama, the “Battle of Atlanta.” 

The former election returns were 
presented to the city council, and 
were acted upon in such manner as 
to abrogate the contest, making way 
for the new bond election to be 
held on April 23, when # is con- 
fidently believed the people will vote 
for the big bond issue with prac- 
tical unanimity. 

The necessity for the bonds has 
been shown the people and it is be- 
lieved that the big issue will go 
over the top with a big majority, 
provided the people are not deterred 
from attending the election by bad 
weather, as was the case on March 5. 

Neo Protest Made. 

The resolution te hold another 
bond election came from the finance 
committee, of which Alderman Har- 
vey Hatcher, of the second ward, is 
chairman, and there was no protest 
against the measure. 

There was some discussion, how- 
ever, regurding the amount of 
money to be raised to prepare for 
taking care of the waste steam at 
the city crematory, and Councilman 
Claude Ashley explained just what 
is demanded at this plant in order 
to make of it a self-sustaining por- 
tion of the city government. Mr. 
Ashley wrs enthusiastic in his re- 
marks, explaining the advantages 
that can be gained through placing 
additional boilers at the crematory, 
and providing for additional steam 
power, which he declares can be 
used by the city or sold as electric 
current. ‘ 

Councilman Buchanan, of the 
ninth ward, doubted the wisdom of 
the expenditures called for at the 
crematory, and asked many ques- 
tions of Mr. Ashley, but the ninth 
ward councilman voted with the 
others when the unanimous ballot 
was recorded on a “yer and nay” 
vote. 

Mr. Ashley said he wanted to 
stand by James L. Key, the mayor, 
whom he declared would prove the 
financial Moses for Atlanta, and 
that he would lead the city out of 
the wilderness if the councilmen 
would stick to him. , 
Another Registration Unnecessary. 


City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
who wes present at the meeting, 
explained that those who voted in 
the last election would not have to 
registed again, and he also said that 
the reason for injecting the words 
of explanation with reference to the 
required two-thirds being a major- 
ity of the registered voters was in 
order to be on the safe side with 
the coming election. This, with the 
date, was the only change that was 
made in the resolution calling for 
the former and the future bond 
elections, 

The absence of Councilman Aquil- 
la J. Orme, who has led the fight 
for bonds and for the increase in 
tax rate, caused the postponement 
of a decision on the tax increase 
question. This matter will be tak- 
en up et the next meeting of coun- 
cil, which will give plenty of time, 
it is said, to perfect all plans with 
regard to it.

JUDGE REFUSES — 
T0 BAIL BARNES 


Judge Hammond Says 
Barnes’ Return to Thom- 
son Would Threaten the 
Peace of Town. 


Augusta, Ga., March 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Asserting that the general 
situation in the community in which 
John M. Barnes lived and to which 
he would undoubtedly return were 
he released on bond would become 
one of extreme peril and threaten- 
ing to the peace and good order and 
dignity of the community, and 
especially to a number of persons 
named by the accused as those 
against whom he entertained ani- 
mosity, Judge Henry C. Hammond 
declined on Monday morning to 
grant bail to John M. Barnes, who 
is under a nineteen-year sentence 
for the killing of his wife’s brother, 
a am Ss. Lewis. 

The court stated that he believed 


that the nervous and unbalanced 
condition of aBrnes’ mind and ‘‘the 
deep malignancy in his heart 


against many citizens of Thomson” 
required that every proper precau- 
tion be observed in the premises, 
not enly for the safety of the 
community, but for the security of 
Barnes himself. 

The foregoing statements were in 
reference to the exercise of discre- 
tion by the court in granting bail. 
Sam L. Olive counsel for Barnes, 
besides appealing to the discretion 
of the court, also demanded bail 
for his client as a matteror right, 
predicating hi sargument on a stat- 
ute enacted in August, 1916, which 
has to do with the right of a con- 


mediately following a _ conviction 
and without waiting for the filing 
of a bill of exceptions in connection 
with a new trial. 

Judge Hammond, in his decision 
on this phase of the case, said that 
he believed under the laws of Geor- 
gia that no accused person, before 
or after conviction, has the right 
to demand bail.

He said that 
it would have been an absurdity for | 
the legislature to have said in the} 
act in question that while no case | 
was bailable as a matter of right, | 
before conviction, that every case | 
became bailable after conviction as | 
a matter of righ on the part of the 
defendant, and that he could not 
construe the statute as meaning | 
such. 

Referring to verdict in the case, 
Judge Hammond said that the court 
approved of the verdict of guilty of 
manslaughter as returned by the 
jury, and that it would have been 
perfectly legal and just, had a ver- 
dict of murder been returned.

REVENUE DEPARTMENT | 
LACKED AUTHORITY 


To Decree That Sale of 
Beer Containing Over 
One-half of 1 Per Cent 
of Alcohol Was Contrary 
to President Wilson’s 
Proclamation. 


New York, March 17.—The Lager 
Beer Brewers’ board of trade of New 
York, representing 42 brewing con- 
cerns in New York and New Jersey, 
announced today that on advice of 
counsel its members would resume 
at once sale of beer containing 2%4 
per cent alcoholic content. This was 
forbidden by a ruling of the internal 
revenue department which  inter- 
preted President Wilson’s proclama- 
tion effective December 1, last. 

Upon presentation by the board 
to Elihu Root and Witliam 0D. 
Guthrie, counsel for the organiza- 
tion, that beer of the _ alcoholic 
strength specified was not intoxi- 
cating the attorneys advised the 
organization today that sale of the 
two and three-fourth per. cent 
product would not be contrary to 
law. 

Summary of Opinion. 

The opinion held that the interna] 
revenue department had acted with- 
out authority in decreeing that sale 
of beer containing more than one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol was 
contrary to the president’s procla- 
mation forbidding the use of food- 
stuffs in brewed products except 
those which wére ht6n-intoxicating. 

The brewers’ action, anticipating 
enforcement May 1 of the regula- 
tion limiting use of cereals to “non- 
intoxicants” containing one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol, was taken 
under the internal revenue rule per- 
mitting, until that date, manufacture 
of 2% per cent beer, but requiring 
the product be dealcoholized_to one- 
half of one per cent before being 
shipped for sale from the breweries. 
As the brewers have been making 
a 2%, per cent brew since January 
30, when the anti-brewing clause 
of the food conservation law went 
into force, no change in manufac- 
turing methods will be necessary, 
it was stated, to carry out the plan | 
decided upon.

Notorious Bank Robber 


Be Beaten—Second Re-| 
lease From Prison. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., March 17.— 
Henry Starr, bank robber and ban- 
dit, arrived in Oklahoma City today, 
having been paroled from the state 
McAlester by Gov- 
ernor Robertson. 

The parole was taken to Starr by 
William Tilghman, former United 
States marshal, and Starr’s wife and 
15-year-old son, who have worked 
untiringly for his liberty. 

Starr has been in prison since 
1915, following his capture after a 
series of daylight bank robberies in 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Arkansas, 
that for boldness surpassed crimes 
attributed to Jesse James. 

The bandit was captured at 
Stroud, Okla., in March, 1915, when 
Paul Curry, 16 years old, shot Starr 
in the hip while he and his gang 
were escaping after robbing a bank. 

Starr pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to twenty-five years in prison 
with the agreement, Gcvernor Rob- 


ertson explained today, that he 
would be paroled in five years. 

Before coming to Oklahoma Starr 
served one term in the Ohio state 
penitentiary. He was sentenced to 
a life term for robbing a bank, but 
was pardoned by President McKin- 
ley and restored to citizenship by 
President Roosevelt. He is a highly 
educated Cherokee Indian and his 
relatives are said to be wealthy. 
Starr is 48 years old.

Federal Reserve Govern- 
or Suggests That Corpo- 
ration Be Co-operative, 
and That It Handle Only 
Cotton for Export. 


SALES AGENCY NEEDED 
BY COTTON PRODUCERS 


Governor Harding Says 

the Present Method Is 
Suicidal — War Finance 
Board to Give Assist- 
ance—Liberty Bonds 
May Be Used in Pay- 
ment of Stock. 


Washington, March 17.—Organie- 
zation of a co-operative cotton ex- 
port corporation with capitalization 
of perhaps $50,000,000 was advocat- 
ed today by Governor W. P. G. 
Harding, of the federal reserve 
board, in a letter to a southern 
newspaper editor. 

This corporation, organized under 
the Webb act, solely for foreign 
trade transactions, could be 
financed to.some extent by the war 
finance corporation under the re- 
cent act authorizing $1,000,000,000 to 
exporters, Governor Harding sug- 


| gested. 


Liberty Bonds for Stock. 

In payment for the stock south- 
ern cotton producers and business 
men participating in the corpora- 
tion might use Liberty Bonds, which 
they hold, thus eliminating the ne- 
cessity of tying up large quantities 
of cash. : 

Mr. Harding suggested that a con- 
gress of cotton producers and other 
business men be held at once to dis- 
cuss the project. He explained that 
by using Liberty Bonds these would 
be held by the corporation as per- 
manent investments and would not 
be placed on the market. This 
would remove any objection by gove 
ernment agencies to exchange of the 
corporatian’s stock for Liberty 
Bonds. 

‘Every large manufacturing and 
mining concern has a well-organize@ 
sales department,” said the gover- 
nor in his letter. “It would be 
suicidal for any large manufacturer 
to devote his activities to produc- 
tions alone. Many millions of peo- 
ple are engaged in the production of 
cotton, but of all our great indus- 
tries it is the only one, I believe, 
which has no organized sales depart- 
ment.’ 

Growers Not Organized. 

A farmer or a merchant who has 
cotton for sale must either take 
the price offered him or he must 
hold his cotton in the hope of ob- 
taining a higher price, and he has no 
assurance that he will get a higher 
price by holding. The cotton spin- 
ners have their own organizations: 
those who have cotton for sale have 
none. The present situation is toe 
tally different from that which ex- 
isted at the close of the civil war. 
Then the south was devastated, its 
labor was demoralized, and the great 
problem was one of production. Ace 
tual cotton commanded a high price 
for several years after the war: the 
rest of the world was prosperous, 
there had been no impairment in 
its purchasing power; but today the 
credit of most European nations is 
necessarily restricted, even England 
cannot afford to let go of her cash 
with a lavish hand in payment of 
g00ds imported; she has to watch 


her exchange rates with a jealous 
eye. France, Belgium and Italy 
need goods and raw material, but

With these, contracts 
proper security, the corporation 
could apply to the war finance cor- 
poration for aid. It should have 
| the power to purchase cotton out- 
| right or to sell it on a commission 
| basis for the owners. 


To Allot the Stock. 


“If general interest could be 
aroused in the plan, a certain pro- 
portion of the stock could be allot- 
ted to each county in the cotton belt 
so that it would be absolutely a 
cotton producers’ organization and 
its opermtion would be assured in 
the interest of the farmers and mer- 
chants. There should be no politics 
in the organization, nor should any 
promoters’ profits be allowed.” 

Mr. Harding’s suggestion was 
prompted by his lon established 
interest in a study of cotton mar- 
keting, rather than by his official 
positions as governor of the federal! 
reserve board and director of the 
war finance and coporation, He was 
chairman of the loan committee 
which organized the $100,000,000 cot- 
ton loan pool which stabilized the 
business conditions in the south aft- 
er the outbreak of the European 
war_in 1914. He has discussed the 
proposals to organize a large rot- 
ton exporting corporation with sev- 
eral senators, including Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, and with other 
government officials. They have 
professed a keen interest in the 
suggestion.

Before the 
war railway capital returned 4.2 
per cent; today there was a loss 
of from 2 to 3 per cent. Before the 
war canals were earning 1% per 
cent: while today they were worked 
at a Joss, and were heavily subsi- 
dized. 

Roads Earning No Income. 

Roads which cost the country 
twenty million pounds a year were 
earning practically no income; 
while harbors and docks were earn- 
ing 3 per cent. 

The transportation systems were 
physically ill-equipped to meet the 
strain of the demands made upon 
them, partly owing to lack of man- 
ufacture and capital during the 
war. The country had to face the 
fact today that with the railways 
there would be a loss of over a 
quarter of a million pounds daily, 
while the government was pledged 
to continue its guarantees for two 
years. 

If transportation was not to con- 
tinue to run at the cost of the tax- 
payer, there must be a real trans- 
portation policy, and the govern- 
ment had come to the conclusion 


that some measure of unifed con- 
trol was necessary. There must be 


some body who should be responsi- 
ble for the transportation policy. 
It was only the government, the 
minister declared, which could take 
over the position. 

In the present conditions, the 
minister said, it would be criminal 
to permit the old sysem of compe- 
tition. One block of capital must 
do the work, and not two in compe- 
tition. This would be bad news for 
some interests, but it was a cold 
bath which. the country must take. 

Government Must Have Voice. 

The government must in some 
form or other be given a voice in 
the conditions under which labor 
worked and with regard to the dis- 
cipline to be expected in trade 
unions. The state must step in at 
once and make possible an economic 
balance, which was impossible in 
the present condition of things. 

In order to get rid of empty haul- 
age, continued Sir Eric, the govern- 
ment would take over the power to 
acquire privately-owned cars on the 
railways, which constituted nearly 
half the cars employed. During the 
next two years the same organiza- 
tion would be continued that ex- 
isted during the war. but thereafter 


there was certain to be some cen- 
tral control—commissions on which 
the government and labor would 
be represented. It would also be 
necessary to have a central control 
over docks and canals. 

Nationalization of railways might 
care for the present conditions—he 
did not know. He looked upon na- 
tionalization as a means to an end, 
which might have to be adopted 
finally.

Instaliment Privilege Gone. 

These policies, announced today 
by Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Roper, are intended to grant a de- 
gree of leniency to those who for 
some legitimate reason failed to file 
their returns when they were due. 
By law, however, the installment 
payment privilege is removed from 
all failing to make payments on 
time and the interna! revenue bu- 
reau has no authority to change 
this provision. 

A revenue bureau statement 
explanation follows: 

“Revenue collectors will accept 
all delinquent returns presented 
after March 15 and deposit any pay- 
ment made fherewith. Under law 
failure to make first nayment by 


March 15 automatically makes the 
whole tax payable immediately. 
Taxpayers filing inc@me_ returns 
subsequent to March 15 therefore 
must pay in full, but if the tax- 
payer submits a partial payment he 
will be notified of the balance due 
later in the regular procedure of 
listing and sending notices.

pending the decision of the court, de- 
spite the fact that recommendations 
were made by the war labor board 
declaring it to be but just and right 
that the power company should 
have an increase, especially in view 
of the fact that higher wages had 
been awarded the employees of the 
company. Tho recommendations 
were signed by ex-President W. H. 
Taft, who, with others on the board, 
urged the city fathers to grant the 
increased car fares, but the city 
fathers tabled the recommendations 
without a word of discussion. 


Fight Waged for Months, 


The fight for increased car fares 
has been waged by the power com- 
pany for many months, and it 
formed one of the most emphatic 
planks on the platform of Mayor 
James L. Key when he announced 
his candidacy for mayor of Atlanta. 
Mr. Key made a spirited fight upon 
the street car company, which has 
never let up in intensity. 

Mayor Key is_ supported by 
almost a solid force in the gen- 
eral council against the granting 
of increased fares for the street rail- 
way company, and it is practically 
the same body of men now in the 
city government who created the 
citizens’ committee, of which J. L. 
McCord is chairman, empowering 
that committee, which was composed 
of five citizens and five councilmen, 
to act in the interests of the people, 
as oposed to any increase in the 
local street car fares. 


Must Wait on Remittur. 


No official action can be taken 
by the state railroad commission or 
the Georgia Railway and Power 
company in regard to the petition 
of the company for increased street 
car fare in the city of Atlanta un- 
til the remittur from the supreme 
court reaches the Fulton superior 
court. The decision of the supreme 
court reverses the judgment of the 
iower court, which held that the 
State railroad commission did not 
have jurisdiction covering the in- 
creasing Of street car fare rates in 
Atlanta, 

The remittur will specify how the 
Jower court erred in its judgment, 
and under the directions of the re- 
mittur, the superior court will then 
direct the commission as to its du- 
ties in this case, and until this case 
again receives direction from the 
Superior court no legal steps can 
be taken by the company or the 
commission on this mutter. 

Officials of the commission on 
Monday. were inclined to think that 
the superior court in its directions 
to the commission in regard to as- 
suming jurisdiction would specify 
whether the commission would have 
to act on the petition now on file 


the company. 
Abnormal Conditions, 


At the time that the commission 
refused to assume jurisdiction last 
August it made the following rec- 
ommendations to the city authori- 
ties, which seem to indicate that 
the fight for increased fares will 
have to be based on “existing ab- 
normal war conditions,” 

This commission believes that applicant 
is entitled to an increase in its street car 
fares, and that a 6cent fare would be 
reasonable and just, so long as existing ab- 
normal war conditions prevail, and the jus- 
tice of granting such increases by amend- 
ment to existing contracts and ordinances, 
is earnestly urged upon the councilmanic 
authorities of Atlanta, Decatur, and College 
Park, with the the assurance on the part 
of this commission that simultaneously with 
the effective date of such amendment, sim- 
ilar provisions will be made by 
fares in territory not included in the mu- 
nicipalities mentioned. The commission 
= not recommend any charge for trans- 
ers, 

The city, it is understood, will 
fight the increase on the grounds 
that the war conditions no longer 
exist, and the whole thing will sim- 
mer down to what the commission 
will decide is a just and fair rate 
of one full fare. The supreme court 
holds that the commission has not 
jurisdiction over the issuing of 
transfers,

Then picture 
Glasgow from an average car. fare of less 
than 2 cents freeing itself from debt and 
contributing hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to support the families of men at the 
front. Put that picture beside that of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company with 
a 5-cent fare, urging Atlanta to increase 
that fare, in order to enable the company 
to borrow money. Contrast the debt-free 
street railway of Glasgow with the debt- 
burdened Ceorgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and you will understand why it is

ATLANTA BOY DIES 
WHILE “OVERSEAS” 
WITH 3D DIVISION 


News has been received in Atlanta 
of the death of W. D. Lee. Company 
E, ammunition train, 3d division, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. R. E. Lee, of 
222 West Fair street. The news of 
his death came in an official tele- 
gram from the war department 
Monday night, which announced 
that he had died of disease while 
“overseas” on February 17. 

According to his parents a short 
time ago they received a letter 
from him, stating that he _ had 
reached Coblenz, Germany, with the 
American army of occupation, but 
expected to leave for home within a 
short time.

MILITARY SYSTEM 
AS SEEN BY TROOPS 


Universal Training In- 
dorsed by 12th Division. 
How the Officers Are 
Regarded. 


Washington, March  17.—Over- 
whelming indorsement of a univer- 
sal military training system, coupled 
with equally strong supPort for the 
existing disciplinary relationship 
between officers and men of the 
army was expressed by a repre- 
sentative group of the. selective 
service men of the 12th division, 


Camp Devens, Mass., just before the | 


organization was demobilized last 
January. The opinions of the men, 
numbering 1,380, with an average 
iength of service of 10.7 months, 
were obtained through a carefully 
arranged questionnaire system with 
every safeguard provided to insure 
absolutely free expression of opin- 
ion and with such distribution in 
the division as to make the answers 
representative. 

The report on the inquiry was 
made public today at the war de- 
partment. It is headed: “Our Mili- 
tary System as It Appeared to 
American Soldiers.” 

Although half of the men ques- 
tioned were rated as dissatisfied 
with military life, the report shows 
that 89.5 per cent of the replies ex- 
pressed the soldier’s belief that he 
personally had benfited by his army 
life, 79 per cent were giad of their 
training aside from feelings of pa- 
triotism, and 88 per cent favored 
universal military training as a na- 
tional policy. 

A substantial majority agreed 
that the existing relationsnip be- 
tween officers and men was neces- 
sary and disapproved the _ social 
mixing of the rank and file. 

Improvements in Service. 

The largest number of sugges- 
tions as to improvements in the 
service received had to do with 
better fitting uniforms or changes 
in mess arrangements: \ 

There were more than 20,000 men 
in the 12th division at the time of 
the inquiry, representing forty- 
seven states. 

The organization was awaiting or- 
ders for France when the armi- 
stice was signed. It then suffered 
more than two months of waiting 
for demobilization before the ques- 


tionnaires were sent out and the of- 
ficers who devised and supervised 


the inquiry point out that it was 
thus calculated to reflect army mo- 
rale at its low ebb. 

Every provision was made to as- 
certain the views of discontented 
men inorder that results might have 
real value to the army. Commana- 
ers of the eighty companies were 
furnished with eighteen question- 
naires each and instructed to give 
them to six men of high intelli- 
gence, and rated as good soldiers, 
to six others of equai intelligence, 
but supposed to be discontented 
with army life, to three good sol- 
diers of average intelligence and to 
three others of average intelligence 
who had indicated views hostile to 
military discipline. The men were 
told to submit their answers only 
immediately upon or after dis- 
charge, so no fear of subsequent 
action by their officers would im- 
pede the free expression of their 
views. 

Ten questions were submitted, 
each respecting impressions to be 
gained from the service. 


How Officers Are Viewed, 


| As to the disciplinary relations, 
| 767 men answered it was necessary 
|against 135 who held it unneces- 
| Sary; 295 said it was not harsh 
|against 140 of opposite view; 278 
said it was democratic and 155 the 
opposite and 193 held that it de- 
pended on the officer. In the in- 
dividual answers was found ma- 
terial which prompt the report to 
state that “‘many criticisms were 
directed against the overbearing 
manner seen in some young offi- 
cers.” One soldier said: “It all de- 
pends on how much brains God gave 
‘the officer,” and another said, “We 
have to have discipline in the army, 
but not like some of these 90-day 
lieutenants think.” 

On universal military training the 
answers were emphatic. Of 1,380 re- 


plies turned in, 1,213 were flatly in 
favor. Good citizenship, pet 
benefits and character uilding 
were the chief reasons of approval 
assigned. 

The largest number of men mak- 
ing recommendations as to the form 
of service urged six months as a 
sufficient period and thought it 
should be given during the 18th 
year. A considerable number 
thought it .should be a part of 
school or college courses. Only 
eight men expressed a view that 
more than a year of training should 
be required and only sixty-eight fa- 
vored more than six months. 

In expressing how tney would 
look back on their service, 1,088 
men reported feelings of pride or 
pleasure or both, while 162 merely 
said they were ‘‘not sorry.”

GERMANY SIANDS 


Erzberger Says If Peace 
Treaty Is Loaded With 
Conditions Beyond. the 
14 Points Germany Will 
Reject. | 


Copenhagen, March 17.—If the al- 
lies loaded the peace treaty with 
conditions going beyond President 
Wilson’s fourteen points, the Ger- 
man assembly would have to refuse 
its assent to the treaty, Mathias 
Erzberger, head of the German ar- 
mistice commission, declared in an 
address at a Berlin meeting in fa- 
voring the formation of a _ real 
league of nations, according to a 
dispatch from the German capital 
today. The matter then would be 
left to a referendum of the German 
nation, he said. 

Herr Erzberger disclaimed any 
obligation upon Germany to give 
compensation for acts she commiteé- 
ted after her first peace offer in 
December, 1916. 

The speaker declared the only 
means of calling a halt on Bolshe- 
Vism was the abandonment of the 


“mailed fist policy of the allies.” 
The German people, said Herr 
Erzberger, had almost . unlimited 
confidence in President Wilson, and 
he hoped the league of nations cov- 
enant, as promulgated February 14, 
would not be finally adopted, as he 
declared, it was a compromise of 
the ideals of President Wilson with 
imperialistic aspirations of 
some of the allies. The American 
president, Herr Erzberger insisted, 
was under obligations to advocate 
the immediate admission of Germa- 
ny to the league. 

Herr Erzberger asserted that Ger- 
many was prepared to accept the 
vote of Alsace-Lorraine as to: its 
future, but he referred to the re- 
ported aspirations of France- re- 
specting the Rhineland and to Po- 
land’s claims to Danzig as “crimes,” 
adding: 

“What 
German.” 

As far as the demands for @éom- 
pensation were concerned, Herr 
Erzberger declared, Germany wouid 
reject any demand that applied to 
acts committed after December, 
1916, when Germany made her first 
peace offer. There was no moral 
obligations upon Germany regard- 
ing compensation aside from the 
case of Belgium, the speaker ar- 
gued. In that case, Germany would 
act honestly, he said.
